THE ISLAND OF HELIGOLAND.

FRANCE 

In the Corps Legislatif, M Rouher, replving to M. Favre, spoke 
at great leoeth ou the Davish question Fhe minister raid he ew 
wi.n grief the iovasion of the (0uohies He could not d'-ouss cer- 
tain questions b-canse the Confereuce bad met. He coufi.ed him- 
self, therefore, to refuting the observations of M. Fayre npon the 
eoudcet of France notl the meeting of the Conference, ard pointed 
out that the treaty of 1852 did vot oblige France to make war to 
defend the re-olution of the Conference aod the iutegrity of the 
Danish monarchy. M Rouher also observed that to uphold the 
treaty, Eng and would have easy vic oriee at sea, bat Prance would 
be obliged to march upov the Khine and raverse Germany to reach 
Denmark. “Jf,” said the minister, ‘ France could embark ber 
treasure in such an enterprise, it is not to Denmark that 
we should have gone, we should rather bave moved armies 
for other misfortunes and otber sorrows. But the p licy of the 
Government is not @ policy of sentiment. When such 
questions present themselver, a Government devoted to the country 
does not engage in war be ore having everywhere exhausted all the 
combinations which gecure and maintain peace. We bave re- 
spected the treaty of 1862. We have accepted every means for re- 
establishing peace.” 

The minister concluded hig remarks on the Danigh question by 
expressing the hope that the Conference would giye peace 

With regard to Poland, M. Rouher stated that the question was 
e Europeay ove, and continued as follows:—“ We have suffered 
deeply by the events in Polaud and Gallicia, but we did not wish 
to trovble the pesce of Europe. We understan2 that collective

ROME. 

A letter from Rome of the 8th, in the second edition of the 
Times, saya :—" The Pope has had another attack, and that unex- 
pectedly. On Sunday last he administered the Sacrament of Con- 
tirmation toa brother of the ex-Kirg of Naples, and while pre- 
paring to make him au address, ho was observed gradually to 
become wesker and weaker, and at last to sink so far ay to rest his 
bead on a tarl» cluse at hand. Recovering shortly after, he with- 
drew, and sent for his medical attendant, who found that his Holi- 
pess was suff ring from a rather sirovg fever, aud an increased 
irritation of tue wound in bis leg. The fever continued for several 
days. Though the Pope recovered rapidly from the attack which 
be bad a month or two since, it must not te forgotten by those who 
are preparing for the future that be ia menaocd continua'ly by in- 
disposition, and that at auy moment the chair of St Peter may be 
vacaut O! late his Holiness has exerred bimielf much more tban 
is prudent, consistently with a due regard to health; and causes 
enough of agitation exist, heaven kuows, to try the enfeebled frame 
of an old man between seventy and eighty.” 


AMERICA. 

A cor-cspondent of the Richmond Exaniner writes from Peters-

bannock. ‘lhis, however, is all conjastare, aud but the echo of 
Washington gossip.”

THE DEFEAT OF THE KING OF DAHOMEY§ 
TROOPS. 


Tue following curions account of the defeat of the King of Da- 
homey’s troops appears in a supplement of the Zwe Irohin, of April 
5h: 

t On the morning of Tuesday, the 15th March, at about half- 
past six a.m , the iuhsbirants were alarmed by the report of the 
capnon st Aro gate iu quick succession. Iptelligeace of the Daho- 
wiavs’ army baviog reached Aro wes +presd like wildfire. The 
men whohad been watvhing at the walle ell the wight iuwediatoly 
oocupted their position for deferc-; some who bel returned home 
early bastened to the wall, which wag vearly cow red iu abont 
fifteen niun'e: from the firing of the first canvon; «but four hon- 
dred ot the most đaring Egbas went opt from waricus posittons to 
chs!l-nge the enemy to an immedia!e engegement, as they were 

lau ly seen from the O wn walls sitting down (seulter wards learnt 
were drinking spirits). The Egbas that gallied out were scarcely 
balf wa ere the enemy were advancing in regnlar order i hers 
was no occa-ion for the challenge, As they marched righton, the 
Eghas, however, fired a volley, wbicb was not returned by the 
evemy; the Egbas retired within the well in order, throngh the 
several excavations made previously uderneath the wall; the 
cannon was fired again at this critical moment. Unfortapately it 
dismounted by its own recoil, but it bad the effect of turniog the 
advancing party of the enemy to another direction on 
their right where the wall being a little higher than 
the other parts the defeuders could not be seen by the 
enemy. At this juncture they displayed an extraordi- 
nary number of white banners of about a yard long, with 
various distinguishing marks as lotters of the a'phabet ‘The 
letters J. O. N and P. were plainly seen; others hud sketches of 
elephants aud other na'ive snima!s on tbem A Portuynese ensizn 
wae “i.tingnisbed amovg them Cho enemy could not ba less than 
ten thovsaud stro-p 3 they advanced in fine style to within 700 
yards of the well and extended right and left in a line of adont 700 
ards loug, then marched np to sbont 120 yards from the wall. It 
vas seven o'clock am when thev opered a sharp fire on the wall 
(‘be signal for which mas given by a tall and stout looking per-on 
dressed in a blue toge, evidently ‘he chief war-cap'aiv); the Eg hag 
returned the fire sbar; lv, and in such quick succession that it wag 
impossible to disti: guish the repoit of the Dabomiane’ muskets 
from that of the Egbas, which was deafening Phía was kept up 
for about twenty winutes, when tha Egbss were crder d to fire 
from the loopholes iu the walle Some of the most daring 
['abomiana advanced to within fifty yards of the wall to fire; with 
few exceptions they were shot down fome of the desperate 
Amazous rushed to the wall (on the part defevded by the Christian 
couverts and the people of Ijenn) with ferocious resolution, plung- 
iog iuto the trench ard endeavouring to scale the wall, others 
attempting to enter the town by the excavations under the wall; 
they were shot in the trench or cut down in their mad attempt to 
scale the wall. Some Amszone gave tha defenders a little ani oy- 
ance, for when in the trevcb they threw large stones over the wall 
on the Egbas, ard snatched away about six muskets from the hands 
of the Egbas in tbesct« f firing; by an equal determination on tbe part 
of the Egzhas they were kill-d. No fewer thau seventy-two dead 
Dahomians were counted afterwards from the trench ac this point. 
Oathe Owu sids of the wallsthree ‘erocions A maz neactually planted 
their banners along the wall, but were insta: tly cut down, their 
beads and hauds suck ou poles and exbibited over the wall witha 
g nersl shout as of victory frim the Egbas. It was fully an honr 
fe m the commencement of the battle when the enemy retired about 
200 yards fur.ber back leaving their dead, and a portion sat do en 
whilst the remainler kept up a hopeless tre The Fgbas were 
ordered to keep their position, viewing the enemy's move as a mere 
feint. By this timo the loss on our side was from ten to fi'‘een 
killed, and abont forty wounded ; the young men wonld not be kept 
inside the walls; they rushed out in swarms, and determived not 
to allow the enemy rest, fired on them, which had the effect of 
rousing them to avother engagement in the open field, the Egbas 
falling back, but reivf.rcemevts from the wall pourivg out, the 
Egbas presa on the euemy, who fought bravely, the Egbas out- 
flanking them ou the right and Jef, and shouting victory. ‘The 
Dabowians retreated io earnest, having vaiuly attempted to staud 
twica Over the river's course at Aro they wade a stand and re- 
pulsed the Egbas, cap:nring three men, when a party of Ezbae who 
bad left their positioo from the Ikija gate to join in the purs"it came 
up, and opened fire on the rear of the Dsbomiansy’ army. which made 
them retreat in full speed over the fi-ld, leaving the direct road. the 
three Egba men were recaptured. The Egbas followed the Dahomians 
in bot pursuit. When near Ihara the Dahomians fied their two 
pannuou to check their porsuers (heving previously fired it twice 
before the wall of Atbeokuta, doing no injury at ell to the wall or 
aen), the Esbas still parenipg the enemy beyoud Ibara. The two 
cannons were captured; the yent-holes of both were broken. A 
corsiserable pun bor of cip'ives end stores were taken; the Daho- 
mian King's attendants, wives, and big own things were captured, 
The attack near ihe walls ìasted no longer than one avd a half 
hour. Oar loss in the who'e ig sbout forty killed and about 100 
wounded. The Oyinbog were not compelled to go to the walle. 
The Egbas that engaged the enemy fought bravely, and were 
cheered ou by the women, who were very assiduous iu their atten- 
tion to satisty the thirst of the man with sgidi, corn-beer, and 
spirits. The losses on the enemy's side could not be less than 
1,000 Killed. 3 000 vaptives, two cannons, and in sbort fully one- 
half of the Dabomian army is lost. Thus ended the lopg-tbreateved 
invasion of the Dahomian tyrant on Abbeokuta. He failed in 
proving himself the greatest King of the blacks. To God be all 
the praise, who in His tender mercy hath not forsaken Abbr okuta 
in her time of need, when forsaken by earthly fisuda. Truly God 
regardeth the prayer of His people”

THE OAPTURE OF FORT PILLOW. 


Ox our first page we give an illustration of this sanguinary affair. 
The particulars of the capture are given in a despatch of the 14ih 
from Cairo, Illinois, as follows:— The attack began on Tuesday 
morning, the 12th. The Confederate General Forrest soon sent a 


flag of truce demanding the surrender of the fort and garrison; in 
the meanwhile so disposing his troops as to take the advantage of 
our forces Major Booth, who commanded, refused the fleg of 
truce, and the fighting recommenced. Afterwards a second flag 
came in, which was also refused. Both flags gave the rebels 
the advantage of gsining new positions. ‘The battle was 
kept up until three p.m, when Mejor Booth was killed, 
and Mejor Bradford took command. The rebels now made 
such & furious attack that our men were compelled to surrender. 
Immediately upon the surrender, » scene ensued which baffles all 
description. Up to that time comparatively few of our men had 
heen killed, but instantly on taking possession of the fort the 
tiendas commenced an indiscrimiuate butchery of the whites 
and blacks, inclading those of both colonrs who had pre- 
viously been wounded. The black soldiers becoming demoraliseơ, 
rushed to the rear, the white officere having thrown down their 
arms. Both white and black were bayoneted, suot, or sabred. 
Even dead bodies were horribly mutilated, and children and several 
negro women were murdered in cold blood. Soldiers, unable to 
speak from wounds, were shot dead, end their bodies thrown into 
the river The dead and wounded negroes were piled in heaps 
and burned; end several citizens, who had joined our forces for 
protection, were killed and wounded. Out of the garrison of 600 
vat 200 remained alive.”

The ypion was productive, it ifsaid of great beppivese to 
the banker; and b children of a servant his three danghters 
married the Marquis of Bute, the Earl of Guildícrd, and Bir Pravcis 
Burdett. After the death of his first wife Mr. Contts gave his 
band to Miss Mellon, sn actress. On this second marriage both 
Mr. and Mrs Coutts were made the constant subjects « f un worthy 
ridicule, which, however, had no other effect thanjthat of strengthen- 
the confidence of the husband in his wife. ‘This confidence 
was displayed in a remarkable" aoner in the last will and testa- 
ment of Mr. Coutts. Ry this will he left the whole of his fortune, 
amounting to above £900,000, to his widow, for her sole use and 
benefit, and at her absolute disposal, without the deduction of a 
single legacy to any other person. Mrs. Coutts subsequent'y 
married the Duke of St. Albans; but under her marriage setile- 
ment wisely reserved to herselt the whole control of the imme: se 
fortune left to her by her first husband. On her death she be- 
queated the vast property to the favourite grancdavgnt r of Mr.

AN INOIDEN r OF Tds DANISH WAR 
THE Times correspondent in Denmark writes as Íollows:—=+ A 
curious and affecting episode I have to record connected with the 
sad catastrophe of Dappel. Among the dead bodies which I saw 
atretched out on the floor of Ulkebol Church during the last days of 
my vớ mời in Alsen was that of one on the breast nf whose cost 
was pinned a label, with the words, ‘kn unkjendtoficeer.” It was 
the corpse of e short, thick-set man, about forty years of age, with 
short thick hair, full dark beard, with strong aud somewhat harsh 
features, composed to the sleep-like calmness of death, with his 
arms stretched along his sides, and the fiste tivhtly closed. That 
corpse had been for a day in the hands of the Prussians, Jost in the 
crowd of the dead and wounded; it had been rowed across, 
and had lain for two days in Ulkebol Church, and it still 
went by the name of the “unknown officer.” It was 
then conveyed to Augustenburg in an open coffin; it has been 
left exposed in the vestry of the church there, as if in a 
kind of Morgue, and has been seen by nearly all the military and 
civilians who ere still tarrying on the spot, and the photograph of 
the body and of its coffia is now published in the /./ustreite Zeitung 
in the fsiat hope that the perfect likeness may lead to its eventual 
identification. There ought now to be little chance of it. The 
meu was probably a Swede or Bornholmer, one of the several 
officers who used to drop in upon us as volunteers at the various 
stages of the campaign. He may have arrived either direct from 
home, or from Fredericia on the very eve of the last attack upon 
Dybboi; he may bave ventured out across the bridges on his first 
arrival, without either reporting himself at bead-quarters or 
attaching himself to any corps, and hed tbus none of his 
— or subalterns, no comrade or friend to recognise him. 
rank itself sould not be ascertained, as the shoulder 
straps, the only distinetion in a Danish uniform, had been torn 
from his coat; but the fine cloth allowed no doubt as to bis being 
sn officer. Hard was the fate of the unknown dead. The most 
touching obsequios, the most signal honours bave been paid both in 
sud ali over the kingdom to the remains of officers and 
vats a in this patrioti» war. The body of each man bas 
n faithfully eepaigned to the pious cares of those who had e 
right to claimit. Hardly one was lowered in the grave without 
the tears of one skin to ất by blood or love. Only the poor “un- 
known” les stil above ground unclaimed, unhonoured, unwept ; 
and, perhaps, fer away in some distant howe in Dalecarlie, in Goth- 
land, far away oa the shores of some Swedish bay or Norwegian 
fiord, some desolate home is plunged into sll the pangs of expecta- 
tion end uncertainty, snd may have long to wait before it is 
reached by the nadonbted tidings of its irreparable bereave- 
ment.

A NEW STEAMSHIP. 

ONE of those extraordinary inventions or designs which come to ug 
in such numbers from America and which ocessioowÌly create @ 
perfect revolation among scientifio trades. aud even among sciences 
themselves, is just now in process of being tried on the banks of 
the Thames, at Mr. Hepworths shipbuilding yard, near Poplar. 
This is what is termed a “cigar ship "—ihat is, a yacht-s'eamer, 
the hull of which is immensely long, perfectly rouud, and which, in 
fact, precisely resembles, as ita name impliss, the sbape of a cigar, 
with the exception that both ends are very finely poioted, ir stead 
of, as in @ ciger, only one. The theories that have been ad- 
vanced about the seagoing qualities and immense sped of 
vessels built in this shape are plausible enough; and, in- 
deed, sare so allaring and based on spparently soch 
solid data that we are exceedingly glad to see that one 
way or the ether they are likely to be theories no longer. The 
“ cigar ship's” bullis nearly finished, aud the “cigar ship" itself 
will be launched completed, and with ber steam up, by the middie 
of August, so thet we have not very long to wait before the 
problem is solved, aud we ere proved either to have been all in the 
dark as to shipbuilding from thedays of Nosh to this year of grace, 
or, on the other hand, Mr. Wienan’s yacht is consigned to that place 
for good intentions, the paviog of which must just now be ina 
state of pre-eminent repair The vessel which is to set at rest these 
great doubts is being built as the private yacht of an Auericen 
gentleman, who has designed everything connected with the ship, 
and who is having hie designs executed by mr. Hepwort in tuo 
most perfect workmanship of which wrought iron is capable The bull 
is almost complete, and, ss the bull of a ship, it looks one of the most 
extraordinary objects it is possible to im»gine. It is so at variance 
witb all our geuerally received notions of nantical beauty of form 
that one can ouly stare at it in mute sar prise, though there is some- 
thing about ite long tapering lines so sugges ive ot immense sd 
that one feels rather ashamed such a simple idea sbou'd rever have 
occurred to any one before. In justice to our owu sge, however, it 
must be said that such a vessel could ouly be imagined when iron 
ships were in use, sud iron øhipbuilớiog bad reached ita highest 
stages of development. Lookiug at her now, she &op°ars to be 
nothing more than a gigantic iroa maivyard for some vessel of the 
Great Eastern class, having a rather wide diameter in the misdie, 
and tapered to a mere point of some ten inches st eitber e.d. 
Her length over all. fe 256 feet, and her greatest widta and 
depth is iu tne middle, where the circle is 16 feet diameter. 
Thus, then, her length is sixteen times grester than her 
greatest width. She is built throughout the finest beat 
plates, in some parts of steel, fa some of Low Moor iron To 
the water-line these plates sre 5-Sine of a0 inch thick ; shove the 
water-line they are only 5-16ths. Her di-plecement will bə about 
500 tone, which gives her a litsle over 300 tous burden, eccording 
to builders’ measurement. She is built without eny longitu:ioal 
stringers, but throughout her entire leugth she is divided by no leas 
than thirteen. water-tight compartments, snd in the engine sud 
boiler roome is further streagthened by inner riage of e&ugle-irun, 
seven inches deep, which are riveted to the side, and placed us 
close ag at intervals of three feet Uudermeath, instead of a 
keel, is @ broad band of the best Low Moor iron, which rons almost 
from ené to end, and which is about 1 inch thick by 8 feet wide, 
and meant to protect her fn case uf her teking the grouod In- 
aide is an iron floor, which also runs from end to end, to be 
beseafter covered with wood, and form, iu fact, the lower passenger 
đeøk of the yaobt.

THE PILLAGE OF JUTLAND 
BY THE PRUSSIANE. 


Tur official Copenbagen paper con- 
tains the following account of the 
occupation by the Prossians of the 
town of Randers, snd of the organized 
system of plunder carried out there 
by the German troops:— 

“We learnt on Sunday that Field- 
Marshal Wrangel had issued a procla- 
mation, levying a fine upon Jutland 
of 652 000 Prussian dollare, 100,000 
of which fell to the lot of Randers to 
provide. A categorical answer was 
to be returned by ten o'clook on Mon- 
day morning. The municipality held 
a preliminary sitting in the forenoon, 
and a general meeting ot the tax- 
payors wae appointed for six in the 
afternoon. The burgomaster read 
Field-Marshal Wrangels proclama- 
tion to the meeting, and informed the 
citizens that the municipality had 
been forced to come to the conclusion 
that the town must return an unoon- 
ditional refusal. Upon the sense of 
the meeting being taken the proposa' 
of the municipality was unanimously 
osrried, and the assembly broke up 
prepared for the worst. On Sunday 
morning the town was so completely 
surrounded by the German troops 

hat even medical men were prevented 
from visiting their country patients;

The reply of the town was duly 

sent in at the appointed time, when the 
Prussians extended the period for de- 
liberation nntil three in the afternoon; 
should refasal be still persisted in they 
would proceed to execution. Refusal 
was persisted in, and the invaders 
began their work. The way in 
which it was carried out wss the fol- 
lowing. A file of men with fixed 
bayonets and probably loaded rifles, 
accompanied by an officer and com- 
mittee of citizens selected for the pur- 
pose, went from house to house wher- 
ever anything was to be foundof use 
or value, notably to dealers in manu- 
factured goods and tailors—and seized 
whatever they thought fit, generally 
giving a receipt. After three pm. 
piss began upon a large soale. 
he stock of cloth and shirting be- 
longing to a tailor, one of the first 
victims, was entirely confiscated ; the 
dealers in manufactured goods were 
the severest sufferers, each having 
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been plundered.to the extent of seve- 
ral thousand dollars. This continued 
antil the evening ; when it grew dark, 
the outrages were postponed until 
the morrow. But worse was to come. 
In order to exercise greater pressure 
upon the citizens, ten of the chief 
among their number were arrested 
and confined in the High School, 
each in ® separate room. A mili 
cordon was formed round the hospital, 
and the building rigorously searched 
for several hours, without eay valu- 
ables being found. No better result 
was achieved at the Bank and the 
savings benks. On Monday afternoon 
some six thousand men entered the 
town from the north; the major por- 
tion only passed through, being quar- 
tered southwards outside the town. 
General Muoster the commander-in- 
chief of the occupying troops, re- 
mained here an hour; is reported, 
however, to have quitted the town 
with the declaration that he would not 
witness proceedings he could not ap- 
prove. The plunder of the trades- 
people's shope was resumed on Tuss- 
day, but the crowning exploit of the 
day was the confiscation of nearly all 
the horses in the town, which was 
e‘ected between half-past six and ten 
o’clook. The arrested citizens were 
carried away towards the south, and 
hestages were also taken from Habro 
sud Mariager. At the latter place 
they passed the night in the Town 
Hall, lying on straw.

Ir is rather remarkable that the first example of s modern sea-fight 


regulate naval actions in fature were practised on that occasion. 
The engagement expressed rather the transition phase of warfare 
in which we find owrsetves at present, but for this very reason it 
is especially instructive. In the details which we have received of 
the fight the old and new systems may be seen in use together, 


and the effects of each may be traced and contrasted to good pur- 


pose The Germaa squadron was the stronger of the two, and its 
commander appears to have had confidence in his own supe- 
riority, His ship, thé Schwarzenberg, was a 50-gun fri- 
gate, pr pelled by @ serow, and carrying a complement 
of 540 men. Her consort, the Radetzty, was a 50-gun 
frigate, similarly propelled, and baving & crew of 340 
men The armaments of theso vessels consisted in tke meki of 
heavy smooth-bored guns, but each frigate did carry two or three 
rifled cannon of thenew pattern upon her upper deck. The Prussian 
contingent consisted of three gunboats, two of which, at least, were 
iron-cased, though not gtrorg'y, and all of which carried rifled 
guns. To meet this forcethe Danes had their 42-gun frigate, the 
Niels Juel, now familiar to us, and two 16-gun sloops, the Heimdal 
and the Dagmar. Now, according to our new ideas of naval battles, 
the whole work shonld have been done by the iron-clad gun-boats 
We should have expected to see these Prussian vessels keeping just 
out of range of the Danish guns, and pouring in shell from their 
rifled cannon until the action was decided. The result, too, accord- 
ing to the modern theory, should have been apparent in about 
ten minutes, when the Niels Juel should have been in flames. 
Nothing of this kind, however, actually occurred. On the 
contrary, the engagement was commenced, and with one 
particular exception sustained, exactly in the old fashion. The 
Austrian commander took bis ship into action precisely as Nelson 
would have done. He carried the Schwartzenberg “ well in,’ be- 
tween the Niels Juel and the Dagmar, and opened fire with a double 
broadside. This proceeding appears to have surprised the Danes, 
as well it might have done, but in a minute or two they recovered 
themselves, and Uaptaia Tegetoff soon found the difference between 
old times and new. A shel! from the Niels Juel hit the Sch wartzen- 
berg just by one of her heavy smooth-bores, and struck down four- 
teen out of the sisteen men engaged in serving it. A third shell 
burst in the ship's canvas, and set the whole rigging of 
the foremast in a blaze. A third shell exploded in the 
outer chamber of the powder magazine, and set the 
timbers on fire. These two conflagrations placed the 
frigate hors de combat, and she was obliged to go out 
of action with a loss of thirty-one killed and about 
eighty wounded. Nevertheless, the engagement appears to have 
lasted altogether nearly two hours. It is curious to trace in these 
particulara the in:pressions at work on the rival commanders. 
Captain Tegetoff evidently believed in the good old system—the 
aystem of which he had heard and read ag giving British sailors 
their reputation and success. He copied the tactics of Nelson and 
Collingwood; held that “ no captain could do wrong who placed 
his ship alongside that of an enemy,” engaged his adversary “ yard- 
arm and yard-arm,” and met the consequences. Had the Niels 
Juel been a modern ironclad, ho must have been blown out of water 
in five minutes. Had the Danish frigate approached even a degree 
more nearly to the new standard, he could hardly have survived to 
deliver his first “ double broadside.”

ALrcrvre on the Strategical Use of Railways in War was recently 
delivered by Captain Tyler at the Uni eđ Service Institution, before 
an aodienca which included the Commander-in-Chief, and over 
which the Princa of Wales presided. The importance of the sub- 
jeot was thus emphatically admitted, and certainly not a day too 
soon. It cannot ba said that the revolution introduced into naval 
war by steam propulsion ie greater than that which strategy by 
laud must undergo from the same cause. Itis trae that in both 
cases we come ultimately still to the old principle, that the force 
which is stronger by natare, “numbers, or position must win. But 
all the conditions which are involved in the problem how to make 
one force the stronger are sitered by the use of the new motive 
power. Instead of the marches of weeks we have now the 
transit of hours; the effecte of fatigue and exhaustion are, in 
so far as the primary movements are concerned, eliminated 
from the calovlation; stores and provisions may be eccumalated 
with unforeseen celerity and to sm insredible amount; the lines of 
operations are no longer decided by the configuration of the country, 
but by the course of its arterial railways; while the points which it 
is now of chief importance to secure are those junctions whence the 
streava of commerce breaks ususlly into its separate rills. And if 
we remember that the great distinction between the older strategy 
and the modern, which Frederick introduced and Napoleon per- 
fected, lies in the rapidity with which concentration is effected and 
great operations are urged on, it must be felt that in this new and 
marvellous addition to the epeed of transport we have an element of 


which the future masters of the art of war will make a yet unde- | 
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veloped use, and with the idea of which it is of infinite importance 
that all our soldiers should familiarise themselves in time of peace 

Nor has the world already been without practical exemplification 
of the potency of this new agent. It is beyond doubt that it was 
only by tha constraction of the few miles of railway from Balaklava 
to the front that our army was able to maintain ite position b-fore 
Sebastopal. In the Italian campaign was seen first bow great 
masses of troops might sudenly be gathered and launched on the 
foe, and then how even the tactics of the battle-field might ba 
affected, and the doubt'al victory achieved, by reinforcements bur- 
ried up on a neighbouring railway during the very heat of action. 
These operations have been exemplified on a greater scale in Ame- 
rica. From the first conflict, near Manassas Janction, to the last at 
Chattanooga, the struggle has always been to secure the keys of the 
railway communication. By this method of transport alone bas it 
been possible to continue the conflict between mighty hosts in re- 
gione long ago swept bare of supplies. The South has chiefly 
profited by it, in moving bodies of troops from point to point 
secretly along interior lines, and by the wearing out of these com- 
musications is its power of longer resistance now most imperilled. 
Such consequences serve already in some degree to show the results 
of the railway system, but it need not be observed that they illus- 
trate ite enpabilities only in a slight degree. They exhibit the use 
fo which even oneline of railway may be turned, but they fail to make 
as comprehend how utterly war will be altered when it is conducted 
in ca 664 and densely- populated region, where the network of rail- 
ways is complete, and the means of extending, repairing, and em- 
ploying them are almost infinite. It is, however, satisfactory to 
find that the conclusions which Captain Tyler thinks we may 
justifiably draw from such use of railways ae has been made in tho 
ftalian and American wars, are all favourable to our position in 
the event of our being attacked at home. While reeogni-ing 
the faotlities which the possession of a line of railway 
gives to a commander of troops, he pointed out that 
în a hostile coantry ft must be seriously limited by th 
esse with which, in a few miantes, a part of the line may be 
#o far destroyed as to stov the traffis. For this reason, ho consi- 
dered it was of chief value to a force when operating wholly within 
its own territory, and that it never could be trusted to by an invader 
as his sole line of communication, These rules, which are applicable 
even to continental warfare, are of greatiy more importance in the 
supposition of an invasion of this country. Not only would such 
lines as the enemy could forcibly get possession of be instantly cut 
off from the rest, but even what he held would be unserviceable, 
from the removal of the who'e of the rolling stock, a deficieucy 
which an invader by sea could not practically supply. Meantime, 
the innumerable converging lines which would remain in our poe- 
session, all pointing to London, and from London to the const, 
would enable us to move troops by a variety of independent routes, 
while all the locomotives and carriages in thé island could in a few 
hours be made available at the points required.

| CONVICTION OF A SWINDLER. 

Tue Court of Asiiz‹s of Geneva lately tried a yunng mulatto, who 
Gave the name of Obarles Delafield, but has been known by those 
of Hámil“on, Bernard, and others, o namerous charges of ewind- 
ling and forgery. It appeared from the indictment a: d the ee:dence 
gee id conrt that in October, 1862, the prisoner cailed on Colonel 

Jatigosrd, of Geneva, representing bimself to be long to a wealiby 
facil y of b mth America, and to be the heir of a fortune amountivg 
to several miilions He geve the colonel a long acconnt of his ad 
vöttis in Đarope, sud expecially in Belgium where be had fallen 
in love with a joune lady named Baer, the đanghter ot wealthy 
paretita residing at Brassels; that a marriago bad b-n arras ped 


b tue n them, but obstacles having arie*n, his intended who «asa | 
Ha implored the | 


minor, had eloped with bim and come to Geneva 
colonel tö sid him ia taking the measures necessary for celebrati: g 
thé martisge as soon as possible, and, as a security for any ex- 
pense that might be incurred, he offered to transfer to bim a bill 
fot £2000, lying in the hands of MM. Fillet-Wil and 
Oompsny, bankers in Paris He added that this bill was 
accepted by & rich merchant of Brursels named Hannot, 
and was payable on the 24th December following. Thecolonel, 
having written to Paris, and beiug informed, by return of post, that 
tue amount of the bili wotld be remitted as “soon as paid, imme- 
diately consented to aid the prisoner. With this view Colonel 
Oongnstđ correspondéd, throdgh the medium of Hannot, with the 
Bars family, and received answers which satisfied him of the truth 
of the prisoner's story. He at ơnee installed the prisoner in a 
counftÿ-house belonging tö himself near Geneva, and recom- 
mended him as a good otistomer to different tradesmen of the town. 
The prisoner took advantage of this circumstance to obtain from 
them a quantity of frirnitare, stik, diamonds, and other jewellery 
to a cousiderable amount. Une tradesman sold him a set of 
drawing-room rotewood furniture for 18,000'r. (£760); lacemen, 
siik merc+rs, jewellers, and others contributed in a like prop rtion. 
Ou the 29th of November the prisoner induced the colonel, by 
means of forged Jetters, to go to Brussels to arrange 
certain matter with the Bes family, and daring his 
ebsenes he avd the young woman who lived with him took to 
flight, carryiog off with them the most of the valuables they had 
obtained on eredit. The colonel, on arriving at Brussels, found that 
the only true part of the prisoner's story was his elopement with 
Mille. Bases, and that all the lettera hè had recetved a parently 
from her family had been written by the prisoner aad sent to 
Brussels, where they were again posted for Geneva by Hannot, who 
turned out to bea worthless fellow, the paid accomplica of the 
prisoner. It wae also ascertained that Delafield had followed a 
similar conrsé of swindling at Rotterdam, Dresden, and other 
places. The prisoner was ultimately arrested at Naples, and given 
up to the Swiss authorities by the Italian Government. In court 
he conducted himself with the utmost hardihood. He asserted 
that he wag a rélative of the Procureur-General of Hayti; that his 
motive for so often chavging his name and residence was solely 
to escape the pursait of the young woman's father, and that be 
sh uid have met all his engagements it he had not been hunted 
down by the Swiss police The evidence of his swindling at 
Geneva, however, was conclusive, and the jary findiog him 
‘ Guilty” ho was sentenced to tive years’ Imprisonment. 
— 
TRIAL FOR SEDUOTION. 

Tx tne Court of Ogimmon Plesi has been tried & orsa, Harber v 
Rast. The plaintif; @ widow in bumble circamstances, residing 
at Crane's grove-terfaee, Holloway, sted the defendant, a com- 
mercial traveller, in thé emp oyment of Thompson and Co, wine 
merchante, Liverpool, for damages for the seduction of ber dangh- 
ter. Pisiotiff had two sons aud teo daughters, of whom Emily, 
«he young person sedaced, was one. In January, 1863, E nily 
wad iti tue employment of a shawl manufacturer in the City 
Une eveniog in July, When she was returniog home from work 
with a ferusle friend, the defendant accosted them in Finsbury- 
square, und walked with them, talking, until they came near the 
Creeten Cheatre, in the City-road. At the defendant's solicitation 
they went to (ha: establishment, and after remaining an honr and 
a-half, the dufendant secompanted the platattfi’s daughter to her 
ho ue ifi & cab, She agreed to meet hia the fullo ring waek near 
ths Qaeen's Hot-l, Aldersgate-stteet, where ha was stay- 
ing. She did meet him, and they went to a place in Leicester- 
square, where they had supper and some wine, and atter- 
warda they went to another place in the same locality, 
Where the defendant effected her ruin. The aocqaaini- 
iced continued, aud they corresponded by letter. The defendant in 
tiis Jettera addressed her 44 ‘ My dear Emily,” and signed himself 
‘with kind love, belleve me, dearest, yours sincerely.” The otaer 
parts of the letters Were couched in equally aff.c.ionate lerms 
n one he said, “I am in receipt of your kind letter, and am sorry 
to gay | canuot avail myself of the pleasure of your gooi-ty until 
theevening, when I trist you will be able to mee: me at the Post- 
offica 1 trust you reactied home in time, so ag pot to cause my 
litte pet any uneasiness of mind Doyou know, darling, I long to 
vo that prett: face of yours again” ‘Writing about tbe time of 
the Priuce of Wales's marriage, from Puttsmoath, he said, “1 
shoald bave anowered your kind letter ere this, had it not been snch 
+ spreting week I trost my dear little pet enjoyed herself. Dear 
Emy, ! shall be ia London on Monday, and will see my darling si 
the same place as bciura.” Various meetings took place, but in Jure 
he defendant failed to keep an appointment, and the plaintiff 
never enw biin again. At this time she was pregnant, and on the 
3d of Klaron last she was confined of & daughter, who is still 
uviog. During her pregosnoy she wrote several tines to the de- 
(enđant, who, however, did not answer her letters. A 

Euily Harber, who had deposed to the above fac's, denied, in 
croes-examivation, that she had intercourse with the defendaut the 
tirst time she met him; bat she admitted thst the defendant, on 
three of the Occasions when he met her, gave her mouey—balf a 
sovertion, a sovereign, sud some shillings. 

The defendant himself was called, and he said that on the first 
night he sa% the plaintiff they went first to a public-house acd had 
aome drink, and afterwards to the Grecian Theatre. ‘The same 
night he accompanied her to Oxford-street in a cab, and on that 
occasion he had intercourse with her. She made no diffionity about 
the matter, or about receiving money afterwards. He never told 
her he was not married, nor did he promise to marry her. Ho was 
a married man. 

Oba: les Cummings, who had been a police-officer, and had been 
employed by the defendant in this case, said that the piaiutiff had 
offered to settle the affair for £9 or £10, 

The jary gave the plaint ff a verdiot for £30 damages.

TRIAL FOR MURDER BY POISON IN FRANCE. 
THE interest taken by th» French prb'o in thia trial x emed to in- 
Crease when it was known that the two đauzhtere of Matame Pauw 
—the per-on alleged to have been po'soned by her para uour, La 
Pommera:s. as recounted in last week's isene of this journal— would 
Sppear as witnesses. The judzes eutered the court at ten o'sl ‘ok, 


the prisoner having been brought iu, as ususl, a few minutes be- 
fore. 


The first witness called was Malle. F.lieita Pinw, who was in 


deep mourniog, and appeared greatly agitated. As che wa-ouly 
fourtern years of aga the court decited-th.t sha should not be 
ew.ra In answer to the president's questione she stated the ehe 


knew the pris wer who had ceased to visit ber another for vearly 
a year till some time b-fore her death. Her mother had ep ken to 
her about the insurance on her lite, and the prisoner had made her 
mother wriie a great number of letters, which he al vaya took aw.y 
with him These letters ware addressed to her mother's relatives 
to ivtorm them that she was ill, though she was quite well at 
the time. Her mother had never complained of palpitation of 
the heart. It was not true tbat her mother bad met with a fall, 
though that was alleged as the canse of ber pretended illness. 
Her mother was attenaed by Dr. Nelaton and other pby»ic'ans, but 
she never took the medicine prescribed. Some of them thought 
there was nothing the matter with her. The p'isoner sometimes 
gave her mother small sums, such as 10fr. (84) but rot often; was 
quite sure he had never given her mother 18 000fr, for she was 
siwaye short of movey; bat when her mother stayed at home for 
the do:tors to see her, ha promised to psy her 3ir. a day for tha 
lesson she had lost at the Grand Hotel, bat he only paid it twice. 


On the 9:h of November her mother vomited a good deal, and then 
thought the pri.over bad given her soms medicine to prevent the 
cholera. Her mother said she was not very ill, aud should be quite 


bat, iu twenty-four hours. She was not present when her mutber 
eq 

The prisoner denied what the witness said respecting his freqnent 
visite to Madame Pau v ani the letters written by the deceased; bat 
the witness, in reply to the president, declared positiv-1y that ber 
mother had written two letters to her grandfather and anut au- 
nouncing her illness. 


The other daughter, Adclaize Pauw, who is only twelve, was not 
interrogated. 

Madame Delettre, who lived in the same house, deposed that the 
deceased had to!d her that she pretended to be ill, and expected a 
good sum of money by so doing. She knew that deceased was poor 
and in debt 

Madame Biord, a schoolmistress, deposed that the deceased had 
told her that La Pommerais visited ber every Saturday, aud that 
she expected to get 8 000fr. (£120) a year out of the insurance com- 
pacies by feigning illness. Deceased bad al Ways said that she was 
in the family way, and that La Pommerais was the father. Sua 
dined with the deceased the day preceding her death, and she then 
appeared quite well. The deceased was always poor, ani sbe 
(witness) oid not think i} p-ssible that the prisoner could have given 
her 13 000fr. 

Several other witnesses gave evidence to the same effect, re- 
Specting the simulated illness of the deceased and her straitened 
circnmstances. 

Jules Lesmidt, assurance agent, deposed as follows:—M. de la 
Pommerais first came to me in May last year. He said that te 
wanted to effect au insurance in favour of a child yet uuhorn, snd 
a'ter I had explained to him the nature of such insurances, he 
further sta ed that, having had iutimate relations before bia own 
marriaga with a married woman, since left a widow, he intendsd to 
devote 20,000fr. (£810) a yesr to iusure a rather considerable sum 
on her life ‘The importance of the sum to be insured. aud the 
prisoner s title of couut, lett me no doubt of the sincerity of hie pro- 
posals. I thought tbat the interest he took in Madame Pauw's 
children arore from hisown relation to them. ‘ie introduced me 
to Madame Pauw, wlio seemed anxious to have the business settled 
at ouce, and spoke very highly of La Pommerais. Toe tu-urauca 
companies readily accepted the proposals made, and sent their phy- 
sicians to see Madame Pauw, whom they all found a very promising 
life. The policies were soon afterwards filed up and the first 
money pid. I always thought the prisoner quite a geutieman in 
all his acts. The prisoner talked to me about purchasing a house 
for 400,000fr. (£16,000). 


Horst wir H's OWN PETARD.—One of the most curious acci- 
dents of the war is that by which Captain Fiucher, of the ganboat 
Miami, has met bis death at Plymouth, North Carolina. As he 
saw the Confederate ram approachiug—the Albemarle, for that is 
ita pame—he sighted the large gun himself, and stood by as she 
was fired.

GARDENING OPERATIONS FOB THE WEEK. 

Kircaen GarpEN.—Top brosd besns ag soon as the pods bezin 
to form at the lower part of the etems. After a shower earth up 
successional crops. Sow the main erop of scarlet-runuers. 
Additional peas may be got ia for succession. If the weather cou- 
tinues dry give the drills a good watering. Prick out early sow- 
ings of broccoli to streogth«n prior to foal plantiog. Give cauli- 
flowers plenty of mavure-water if large heads are required. Sow 
additional seed to come in use in October aud Novem>-r Sow 
early horn carrots ta draw young Tain out onions, leaving the 
strongest four or five inches spart, and plaut the trimiings if 
required. Sow and thin out parsley. Earth up p itatoes. 
Sow avd water radishes freely. Prick out early sowiugg 
of savoys and Scvtch kale, sud shade for a few Guys till tbe 
plants bave taken fresh root. Remove the pote or covering of 
sea kale, and dig between the rows. !hiu early erops of spicach. 
Plaut tomatoes under a south wall or fence. Ovoumters uucer 
haud-glasses to be pegged down as they advance in growth. When 
thoy require it, to be watered in the morning of a tine day: 10w 
see! for suooassion for gherkias. Destroy woods. 

Feuir GarpEN.— Digest fruit trees gradually of tbeir superfluous 
shoots. Use the syringe or engive fur the destraction of ivsects ; 
and cleanse trees from eobwebs, &›. Water stragperries freely, if 
growing in a dry situstion. 

FLowsr GARpgs—Thin out ennusis, leering in each patch 
from three to six plants, aco.rdipg to the pataral babit of each 
plant. In beddiog-ous plenia, begia with caiceolarias, vi rbenag, 
scarlet geraniums, &3. 4 few brauches stuck in the beds will be 
of servige ig protecting them from the drviug «flects of the bright 
suusbiae, etd will elso protect on e cold night. For the mired 
system, the Flower of Day geravium, with the old Verbena 
Venosa, is recommended ; the variegated mint, with Emma, or avy 
other such blue verbena; the light blue lobelie, resting on the 
foliage of tbe pink, ivy-leaved gersninm —these give good coutrasts 
of colour. take up carnations end picotees, and tie up shoots 
regnlarÌy, as they spindle. Put in eattings of chrysauthemuns in. 
a light soil, spå sbade them. Thin out berbeœoue plants. Cor- 
tinue to remove egubsrant shoots of piuks. If insects apposr, 
brush them off im preference to bruising them on the stema or buda. 
Water trees end shrube recently transplauted.

THE COMMANDER OF THỊ CHANNEL FLEET. 
REAR-ADMIBAL SapsEy C. Dacnws, C.B, now in command of the 
Channel fleet, wae born in 1805, end is the son of Vice-Admiral 
Bir Biohard Daores, G.C. B., nephew of another vice-edmiral, sud 
bro‘ her of General Sir Richard Dacrea. He entered the navy in 
1817, recetved his first commirsion in 1827, and was appointed in 
the following year to the Blonde, 40, Oap'ain (afterwards Lord) 
Lyons Durirg the autumn of thet seme year he landed in com- 
mand of @ party of seamen pear Morea, Castle, the last nold of the 
Turks in the Peloponnesus, $: alter erecting batteries, he wae 
sucsee»ful in reducing theip fortificatiome. In 1836 he was appointed 
to the commend of the Salamander stegmebip ; and. for bis services 
with this vessel off the north coast of Spsin, during the Oarlist 
war, he was promoted to the rauk of post-captain in Auenst, 1810. 
His next appointment was to the Avenger, in Angust, 1847, when 
he joined the Lisbon squadron under Sir Charles Napier. Un the 16th 
November following be was appoiated to the St. Vincent, 120 guns, 
bearing the sdmiral’s feg ; and ia September, 1819. he took the 
command of the Leaader. He was next eppointcd, in 1852, to 
the Sanspareil, one of the Channel squadron. In June, 1853 he 
was sent to the Maditerrencan, to roinforee the fleet under Vice- 
Admire] Dundas. He entered the Bleek Bea with the alli d fleets, 
was present at the bombardment of Odessa, in April. 1854, accom- 
panied Lord Lyons, his fleg captain, to the Oircasvian coast, and, 
after the fall of Bedout Kaleh was engeged in strengthening that 
place against an expected atiack by the Rgsgisng. After wards he 
assisted in disembarking the British army et Vargs, aud he o.m- 
manded the Sanepereil in the combined sttack of land and sea 
forces on Sebastopol, sustaining a hesyy loss în Billed and wounded. 
Ta ber hull alone the saneparell reo-ived thirty-two shelle. Lord 
Lyons wrote on this occasion as follows :—" The poble manner in 
which 1 wss supported by the Sanepereil esn never be forgotten by 
me, or by any one under my immedista cammend; nor can it fail 
to be 8 source of proud and pleaeiog reflection to you and all under 
your command to the end of your lives.” On the 7th of July, 1856, 
Ceptein Decres was appointed superintendent of Hesler Royal Hos- 
pital, and on the 2õ:h of June, 1858, be was meda admiral. The 
ships now under his command are the Bdger, fegebip, 71 guns; 
the Warrior 40 guns; the Black Priace, 41 guns; the Hector, 34 
guns; the Defence, 16 guns; the Prines Qeuaor$ end the Trinculo, 
gunboat end tender to the E ‘gag,
